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As  Others  Sow  It 

(Editor’s  Note:  In  order  that 
our  rentiers  may  get  a  cross  sec¬ 
tion  of  Southern  Baptist  thought 
concerning  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  .Convention  which  recently 
met  in  Miami  we  give  below',  and 
will  continue  for  a  few  weeks, 
some  of  the  main  thoughts  of 
other  Southern  Baptist  Editors. 
The  editorial  below  w'hich  is 
slightly  condensed  is  by  Dr.  Rich¬ 
ard  N.  Owen  of  the  Tennessee 
Baptist  ami  Reflector.) 

What  do  you  think  about  this 
Convention?  I  was  asked  this  sev¬ 
eral  times  in  Miami: 

The  Convention  ran  on  a  rather 
even  keel.  It  did  not  have  the 
points  of  tension  evident  at  St. 
Louis  last  year.  At  the  same  time 
there  were  matters  that  were  de¬ 
batable.  They  were  discussed  on 
the  floor  of  the  Convention.  Bap¬ 
tists  do  not  all  see  eye  to  eve. 

The  Convention  Is  not  ready  to 
take  over  the  Bible  Institutes.  That 
was  apparent  in  Miami.  But  at  the 
same  time  the  matter  will  be  stud¬ 
ied  further. 

The  Convention  accepted  the 
resolution  on  peace  submitted  by 
the  Christian  Laic  Commission.  At 
the  same  time  a  number  question¬ 
ed  the  advisability  of  the  Conven¬ 
tion  making  a  pronouncement 
against  universal  military  training 
as  contained  in  the  recommenda¬ 
tion.

The  record  Ten-Million  Dollar 
Budget  for  the  Cooperative  Pro¬ 
gram  was  adopted  without  hesi¬ 
tancy.  A  strong  sentiment  was  ex¬ 
pressed  in  the  Convention  concern¬ 
ing  the  proposed  hospital  in  Al¬ 
hambra.  a  suburb  of  Los  Angeles, 
California.  If  all  local  require¬ 
ments  are  met  by  the  California 
brethren  and  the  Convention  ap¬ 
proves  the  proposition  again  next 
year,  then  the  hospital, ’when  built, 
w’ould  be  operated  by  the  Hospital 
Commission  of  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention. 

When  the  California-  hospital 
proposition  was  brought  before  the 
Convention,  the  reminders  of  the 
commitments  already  made  in  the 
name  of  Southern  Baptists  concern¬ 
ing  the  hospital  in  New  Orleans 
and  in  Jacksonville  seemingly  had 
no  retarding  effect  upon  the  intent 
to  go  ahead  with  this  additional 
hospital  on  the  West  Coast.  Voices 
of  caution  are  not  very  popular 
when  a  tide  is  running  in  so  pleas¬ 
antly.

Many  of  these  preachers  render¬ 
ed  a  great  service  during  their  day 
under  difficult  circumstances  and 
had  little  opportunity  to  lay  up  for 
a  rainy  day. 

Every  church  is  urged  to  take 
this  special  convention-approyed 
offering.  We  owe  these  people  a 
real  debt  of  gratitude  and  this  of¬ 
fering  is  one  way  we  can  pay  this 
debt.

We  want  to  point  out  a  good 
idea  W’hich  was  suggested  to  us  by 
an  editorial  in  the  Arizona  Bap¬ 
tist  Beacon  w’ritten  by  Rev.  W. 
Barry  Garrett,  the  editor. 

The  editorial  states  that  the 
North  Phoenix  Church,  whose  pas¬ 
tor  is  Rev.  James  R.  Stables,  has 
done  something  that  sets  a  good 
example  for  the  other  churches  and 
for  the  denomination. 

The  church  has  voted  for  him  to 
take  off  six  weeks  this  summer  to 
take  a  refresher  course  in  any  edu¬ 
cational  institution  of  his-  choice. 
His  regular  salary  will  be  paid  as 
if  he  were  on  the  field,  and  the 
provision  for  pulpit  supply  in  his 
absence  will  be  taken  care  of  by 
the  church. 

Our  schools  demand  that  teach¬ 
ers  take  refresher  courses  every 
few  years.  We  continually  read  in 
our  daily  papers  where  automobile 
mechanics  are  attending  refresher 
courses.  And  certainly  if  mechan¬ 
ics.  teachers  and  others  need  re¬ 
freshers.  so  do  our  pastors. 

We  suggest  this  as  a  good  plan 
for  Mississippi  Baptist  churches. 
The  church,  as  well  as  the  denomi¬ 
nation,  would  profit  immeasurably 
by  following  the  example  of  the 
North  Phoenix  Church.

REMARKABLE  THINGS 


IN  PARAGUAY  AND  MEXICO 
IN  JAPAN  AND  KOREA

Al  Ajloun,  Jordan,  the  60-bed  Baptist  hospital 
with  its  outpatient  clinic  and  nursing  school  is 
operated  by  two  missionary  doctors  and  a 
missionary  nurse.  They  are  assisted  by  a  na¬ 
tional  staff,  many  of  whom  are  dedicated 
Christians. 


In  Barranquilla,  Colombia,  the  60-bed  Baptist 
hospital  with  its  laboratory,  x-ray  and  surgical 
services,  treats  approximately  8.000  patients 
annually  (9%  of  whom  are  inpatients).  Only 
one  missionary  doctor  was  on  duty  at  this 


1  es,  medical  missionaries  ARE  doing  remark¬ 
able  things  BUT  only  a  basic  staff  has  been 
assembled,  only  a  beginning  has  been  made.  At 
the  Baptist  clinic  in  Pusan,  Korea,  for  example, 
the  average  daily  patient  count  varies  from  464 
to  716  depending  upon  the  weather.  At  the  end 
of  1954  the  medical  missionary  staff  in  Pusan 
included  one  doctor  and  three  nurses.  * 

Medical  missionaries  are  doctors  and  nurses 
who  combine  skill  with  Christian  love  in  a  unique 
healing  ministry.  They  work  to  make  sick  people 
well.  But  more  significantly,  they  seek  to  lead 
men  and  women  to  faith  in  the  living  Christ.

V j  Rome  m(<-  was  dfgg'-d  out  of 
a  clay  hill  and  when  my  dwell 
ing  house  was  finished  there 
was  not  a  sprig  of  grass  of  any 
kind  upon  the  yard.  Easiest  of 
available  grasses  was  Bermuda, 
which  1  eagerly  induced  to 
grow  as  a  covering  over  a  mud 
yard.  I  should  be  perfectly  will 
ing  to  get  another  kind  of  grass 
now.  but  the  Bermuda  has  the 
yard  and.  though  I  dig  and  dig.

not  suddenly  root  up  the  roots 
of  wickedness  which  his  un 
holy  hands  had  planted.  He  i 
tried  his  best  to  make  amends 
but  his  efforts  in  this  worthy 
undertaking  were  never  com 
P  ci.-iy  successful.  i 


His  son  Anion  who  succeeded 
him  on  the  throne  of  Judah 
walked  in  the  ways  of  the  early 
years  of  his  father  and  did  that 
w-hteb  was  erif  in  the  sight  of 
the  Lord.  His  godless  reign  ex 
tended  over  only  two  years,  but 
they  were  years  of  unfaithful¬ 
ness  to  God  and  were  terminat¬ 
ed  by  the  murder  of  Anion.  It 
was  to  Amon  that  Josiah  his 
son  was  successor.  He  thus  in 
lierited  a  growth  of  national  sin 
Which  had  been  sending  its  roots 
abroad  in  the  national  life  for 
more  than  fifty  yeays. 

II  JOSIAH  PLANS  HIS 
POLH  v 

When  Josiah  came  to  the 
throne,  he  was  a  lad  of  only 
eight  years,  but  they  had  been 
impressionable  years.  Fact  is 
that  the  first  eight  years  of  any 
one's  life  are  the  most  import 
ant  years  in  the  formation  of 

tile  eharaetei-  The  Je.su it-  are 
said  to  have  a  saying.  “Give  us 
your  child  until  he  is  seven 
years  old,  then,  you  may  take 
him”. 

II  would  be  interesting  to 
know  the  circumstances  under 
which  young  Josiah  received 
his  earliest  spiritual  nurture. 
Was  his,  mother  a  faithful  hand 
maid  of  the  I.ord?  Was  there 
some  age-ripe  priest  or  scribe 
or  prophet  of  God  who  won  the 
confidence  of  the  young  prince 
and  succeeded  in  directing  the 
course  of  his  life  toward  God? 
We  do  not  know  by  what  means 
the  young  prince  was  directed 
to  walk  in  the  light  of  the  eyes 
of  Israel's  God  But  we  do  know 
that,  however  he  came  to  chart 
that  course,  "He  did  that  which 
was  right  in  the  eyes  of 
Jehovah,  and  walked  in  the 
ways  of  David  his  father  and 
turned  not  aside  to  the  right 
hand  or  to  the  left.” 

Ill  JOSIAH  STANDS 
STEADFAST 

We  have  in  the  young  king 
an  example  of  one  who.  having 
Inrnied  a  purpose  pursues  It. 
We  do  not  hear  of  any  emotion 
al  upheaval  in  the  story  of 
Josiah's  youthful  years.  When 
he  was  eight  years  of  age  he 
had  already  formed  fils-  life¬ 
long  purpose.  From  this  cir¬ 
cumstance  we  may  draw  the  les 
son  that  a  child  may  become  a 
follower  of  the  Lord  very  early 
in  life:  again,  that  such  a  child 
may  become  a  faithful  follower 
of  the  I.ord  without  excitement; 
and  again,  that  such  a  young 
child  may  become  faithful  to 
God  at  a  time  that  the  pleas¬ 
ures  of  the  world  are  most  at¬ 
tractive:  and  finally  that  one 

who  becomes  a  true  follower 
early  in  life  is  likely  to  become 
a  better  man  than  one  who  first 
lives  through  a  course  of  sin. 

As  he  grew  in  stature  and  in 
wisdom,  the  young  king  set 

about  grubbing  up.  root  and 

branch,  ail  forms  of  idolatry  in 
the  land.  Nothing  he  could  do 
with  Hie  help  of  his  spiritual 
advisers  did  Josiah  leave  un¬ 

done.  By  example  and  by  pre¬

IV.  JOSIAH  PUBLISHES 
THE  LAW  OF  GOD 

While  the  servants  of  the 
Lord  under  the  directions  of 
the  king  were  cleansing  the 
temple  of  its  rubbish  they  dis¬ 
covered  in  the  midst  of  the 
trash  the  Book  of  the  Law.  This 
discovery  was  brought  to  the 
know  ledge  of  the  king  to  whom 
the  Book  was  read.

Josiah  was  not  willing  to 
take  "No”  from  his  Lord;  but 
gathered  a  vast  assembly  of  his 
subjects  from  every  walk  of 
life,  most  likely,  and  called 
them  to  a  renewal  of  their  vows 
of  faithfulness  unto  God  as 
those  vows  had  been  made  by 
their  fathers  many  long  years 
before. 

He  was  most  insistent  that 
his  people  should  join  him  in 
making  this  covenant  with 
Jehovah.  “The  inhabitants  of 
Jerusalem  did  according  to  the 
covenant  of  God,  the  God  of 
their  fathers  Josiah  .  made 
all  that  were  found  in  Israel  to 
,  serve,  even  to  serve  Jehovah; 
all  his  days  they  departed  not 
from  following  the  God  of  their

Last  year  there  were  literally 
thousands  of  new  Sunday 
school  officers  and  teachers  en¬ 
listed  in  definite  places  of  serv¬ 
ice. 

This  was  true  to  a  larger  de¬ 
gree  last  year  than  usual  be¬ 
cause  of  the  special  emphasis 
to  reach  a  million  new  people 
in  that  one  year.
